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At a Meeting of the Surtees Society, held in Durham 
Castle, on Tuesday, March 6th, 1923, the President 
(Mr. William Brown) in the chair, 

It was resolved,— 

“ That the facsimile edition of Liber Vitae Ecclesiae 
Dunelmensis, under the general editorship of the Secretary, 
be the volume for the present year.” 




PREFACE. 


Once before, in the case of Rites of Durham , the Society 
has produced a new edition of a work which has appeared 
previously among its publications. In the present volume, 
it has departed still further from its customary practice in 
submitting to its members a photographic reproduction of 
the famous Liber Vitae of the church of Durham. The 
work, begun during the tenure of the office of secretary by 
Dr. Gee, has been carried out with much pains and skill 
by Mr. Macbeth ; and the result, we are persuaded, will add 
new interest to this venerable record of the names once 
remembered at the altar of the church in the immediate 
neighbourhood of which the Surtees Society was founded 
and for eighty-nine years has carried on its work. 

Mr. Stevenson’s edition of the Liber Vitae , which formed 
the thirteenth volume of the Society’s publications, contained 
the text of the MS. without any attempt to supply a 
commentary, and with very slight indications of the dates 
of the several entries. Since then, Dr. Henry Sweet printed 
a version of the early lists of names in his volume, The 
Oldest English Texts, published by the Early English Text 
Society, in which their linguistic and philological interest 
was the aim in view. In the second volume of the present 
edition an endeavour will be made to give a complete and 
accurate text, with an introduction upon the history and 
paleography of the MS. by Mr. J. A. Herbert, of the 
Department of MSS. in the British Museum. These will 
be supplemented by an alphabetical index of the names 
included in the text, with brief notes identifying, as far as 
possible, their bearers. For this work the general editor 
has secured the co-operation of Dr. H. H. E. Craster, 
Dr. \\ illiam Farrer, and other scholars, whom he desires to 
thank in anticipation for their kind promises of help. The 
introduction to the present volume, prepared at the request 
of the Council, deals generally with the type of work to 
which the MS. belongs and supplies some key to the nature 
of its contents, without going into critical detail. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


The Liber Vitae of the church of Durham is a composite 
document, of which the nucleus is the list of some 3,150 names 
classified according to their bearers’ rank in the world and 
in the Church, composed in the ninth century at Lindis- 
farne. This MS., the penmanship of which is enhanced in 
beauty by the arrangement of the names in letters alter¬ 
nately of gold and silver, was probably brought to Durham 
at the end of the following century, when the body of St. 
Cuthbert found its final resting-place there. A verse, 
written on the title-page in a later hand, preserves the 
tradition that the leaves once were bound with a book of 
the Gospels: 

Textus hoc argento tegmen fulgebat et auro; 

Intus ut abbatum, nomina celsa regum. 

After the Norman reformation of the monastery, the original 
use of the book, as a repository of the names of those who 
for various reasons had acquired the privilege of remem¬ 
brance at the altar, was continued. The earlier continuators 
enlarged its scope by including miscellaneous memoranda 
which add to its interest; but its main contents are lists of 
names, written in a number of hands at various dates be¬ 
tween the eleventh and sixteenth centuries. From time 
to time attempts were made to preserve the columnar ar¬ 
rangement which had been followed with beautiful regularity 
in its earliest portion; and here and there an endeavour is 
found to resume a system of classification. The habit, 
however, of adding names wherever there was room for them 
between lines and in margins prevailed; and space was 
economised by writing many of the new lists in continuous 
paragraphs. In its final state, the MS. is a remarkable 
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example of medieval handwriting of all periods, and many 
of the hands are neat and clear; but the variety of their 
character and of the methods employed by their writers 
offer a striking contrast to the orderly composition of the 
original document. 

Such lists of names had their origin in the diptychs on 
which, in the early days of the Christian Church, the names 
of living and dead members of the Christian community 
were inscribed, those of the dead on the left hand, and those 
of the living on the right-hand side. 1 The names thus com¬ 
memorated were read after the mementos of the dead and 
the living in the canon of the mass, and were preceded on 
the diptych by the appropriate prayers which their recita¬ 
tion followed. It is obvious, however, that, as such lists 
increased in length, their detailed reading by the priest 
became impracticable; and, although custom may have 
varied in particular places, the habit of their public recitation 
as part of the canon was prohibited by the synod of Aix- 
la-Chapelle in 789. There is evidence that, as late as the 
tenth century, certain lists were occasionally read privately 
to the celebrant by one of the assistant ministers, as at 
Reims, where the subdeacon at high mass read the names of 
the deceased bishops of the see daily in aurem presbyteri 
silenter during the canon. 2 By this time the lists belonging 
to a church could hardly have been contained on the two 
sides of a diptych, and the insertion of parchment leaves 
within the covers must have become necessary. It is prob¬ 
able that the diptychon ampliation, the diptych enlarged by 
inserted leaves, was the transitional stage between the early 
diptych and the later liber vitae. 

This relationship is clearly shown by the Liber confra- 
ternitatum vetustior of the monastery of St. Peter, Salzburg,

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a work begun about 784, during the episcopate of Virgilius, 
and enlarged by copious additions, of which a few are later 
than 950. 1 The earliest part follows a classification which 
may at once be compared and contrasted with that of the 
Durham book. In our Liber vitae no distinction is expressed 
between the living and the dead: there are no preliminary 
or concluding prayers, and the list of saints is wanting. If 
it was derived, as is very likely, from an early diptych with 
insertions, the characteristic features of the diptych have 
not been retained. The Salzburg MS., on the other hand, 
opens with a list of patriarchs and prophets, followed by 
one of apostles, martyrs, and confessors. After these (p. 5) 
comes the collect: 

Memorare digneris dornine famulus et famulas quique 
se nobis sacris orationibus vel confessionibus commenda- 
runt et qui elymosinis suis se commendaverunt venerabile 
loca 2 sanctorum quorum nomina sunt scripta in libro 
vitae et supra sancto altario sunt posita famulorum 
famularumque tuarum. 


The names of the living follow in this order: On p. 6 are 
(x) bishops and abbots, and (2) monks. Class (1) was re¬ 
served for bishops and abbots of Salzburg, and the only 
name which it contains in the original handwriting is that 
of Virgilius, afterwards erased. On p. 9 is (3) fiulsantes 3 ] 
on p. 10, (4) kings, and (5) dukes, with their respective wives 
and children, (6) priests, deacons, and clerks, (7) bishops, 
(8) abbots, both the last from other places and dioceses; 
on p. 11, (9) nuns and religious women, and (10) religious 
men. The dead begin on p. 14 with classes (1) and (2) as 
before. Class (3) on p. 19 includes fiulsantes and religious

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men. (4) and (5) on p. 20 are followed by (7) and (8) com¬ 
bined under one head. (6) and (9) are on p. 21. On pp. 22 
and 23 is a long list of men (ordo communis virorum defunc- 
torum), followed on p. 26 by a similar list of women. The 
blank spaces and pages were filled up as time went on. On 
p. 28, in the original hand, is the concluding prayer: 

Dignare domine in memoriam sempiternam commemo- 
rare et refrigerare animabus quas de hoc saeculo pacifica 
assumptione migrare iussisti omnium Christianorum 
catholicorum quique confessi defuncti sunt quorumque 
nomina scripta sunt in libro vitae et supra sancto altario 
sunt posita adscribi iubeas in libro viventium ut a te 
domine veniam peccatorum consequi mereantur. 

The Salzburg book is thus modelled on the lines of a 
diptych. Opening with the names of prophets and saints, 
it continues with classified lists of living and dead, preceded 
by a memento of the first, and concluding with one of the 
second. It provides a convenient receptacle for names 
which had outgrown the limits of the diptych, and so avoids 
the alternative course of filling the margins and vacant 
spaces of an altar-book with miscellaneous names. The 
opening prayer, it will be noticed, divides the persons com¬ 
memorated into those who have deserved inclusion on the 
ground of their prayers and the witness borne by their holy 
lives, and those who have given alms to the church. These 
temporal and spiritual benefactors are rewarded by remem¬ 
brance in the book of life which lies upon the altar of the 
church, a symbol of the book of the living in which their 
names are recorded in heavenly places. 

While the continuation, however, proceeded partly on 
the same lines, its most important feature is the addition of 
lists of monks from specified monasteries which had entered 
into agreements of confraternity with the abbey at Salzburg. 
Such covenants between monasteries were made for purposes 
of mutual friendship guaranteed by reciprocal intercession. 
Practically, they supplied a bond of union which, without 
compromising the independence of the foundations involved, 
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reminded them of their community of aim and the fruitless¬ 
ness of an isolated existence. The second Liber Vitae of St. 
Peter’s, Salzburg, begun in 1004, is purely a confraternity 
book. A list of bishops and abbots of Salzburg is followed 
by catalogues of the chorepiscopi of Carinthia, and the bishops 
of Ratisbon, Passau, Freising, Seben (Brixen), and Eichstadt. 
After a few royal and ducal names come the monks of St. 
Peter’s, living and dead, and members of thirteen more 
religious houses. The last two pages are of a more general 
kind, and are devoted to clerks, men, and women who had 
been received into the prayers of the monastery and made 
use of the common bond which this involved (eadem com- 
munitate utentes). The list of clerks is headed by the patri¬ 
arch of Aquileia, who came as a pilgrim; and doubtless the 
admission of secular clerks and lay-folk to fellowship was 
habitually a privilege given in return for offerings and larger 
benefactions. 1 The custom of admitting outside persons 
into confraternity with a monastery became too general to 
need further comment. By taking this step, the monastery 
bound itself to intercede perpetually for the good estate of 
such associates while living and for their souls after death; 
they became, in a phrase which passed into a common form, 
partakers in the prayers and in the works of piety which 
were done among the brethren of the house. 

In confraternity books of this type the division of persons 
according to rank, followed in the earliest parts of the 
Salzburg and Durham books, is naturally superseded by 
local headings referring to specific convents. The names 
of the lay-folk received into fellowship are grouped together 
without distinction, or under merely general titles, as in 
the books of St. Gall, Reichenau, and Pfafers. 2 In this

ham Libri vitae. The lay-folk of the Lindisfarne MS. are 
of the highest station, kings, dukes, and queens. On the 
other hand, the Salzburg book admits a communis ordo of 
men and women of different ranks. In process of time, the 
lay element became the prevailing feature in the confra¬ 
ternity system. At first, that system was one of mutual 
intercession between religious houses. From the beginning, 
however, lay benefactors had claimed some share in the 
prayers of the monasteries which they had helped to endow, 
and it was natural that the admission of laymen should be¬ 
come more frequent, until these associations assumed a 
mixed character. Brotherhood with other monasteries was 
a stable feature which was taken for granted. 1 Its general 
recognition is shown by the custom of sending mortuary 
rolls from monastery to monastery, on the death of the head 
or some prominent member of a house, asking for the prayers 
of other convents on his behalf. 2 Each individual layman, 
on the other hand, was a new accession, bringing fresh friends 
to the house, and adding something to its goods and to its 
burden of spiritual responsibility. 

How far the monastic liber vitae, in its earliest form, repre¬ 
sented a system of confraternity actually in existence is open 
to doubt. It seems rather to embody the names of those 
for whom the members of a religious house naturally felt 
that they were bound to pray, than to record any special 
covenants into which they had entered with individuals. 
The existence of the liber vitae, in which the names of bene¬ 
factors, as the collect in the Salzburg book indicates, were 
added to those of persons whose devout lives deserved com¬ 
memoration, may have exercised a powerful influence in

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the formation of confraternities of intercession. In its later 
development, the liber vitae became the record of the names 
of associates who had entered into the confraternity which, 
on this theory, was its consequence rather than its cause. 

There is a natural affinity between the liber vitae, with 
its more specialised form, the liber confraternitatum, and the 
official necrology which was kept by each monastery. 1 At the 
same time, there was a fundamental difference between the 
two types of book. The necrology was a calendar, arranged 
according to the months of the year, which recorded the obit- 
days of persons specially remembered by the convent. It 
was employed, not in church, but in the chapter-house, 
where the reading of the entry for the day followed the 
versicle Pretiosa in conspectu Domini, and its response, 
Mors sanctorum eius, at the opening of chapter. The liber 
vitae, on the other hand, followed no fixed chronological 
arrangement, and was a book for use in church. It lay 
upon the altar, in the sight of the congregation and ready 
to the celebrant’s hand. 2 Although the long and ever¬ 
growing list of names which it contained could not be read 
publicly, and it was probably seldom opened save for the 
purpose of inscribing additions, it was a silent reminder to 
the priest and to the assembled convent of the living and 
departed, whose prayers were joined with their own, and of 
the duty of remembering collectively at the most solemn 
moment of the service those whose individual names were 
written in its pages. 

It is not intended to discuss the growth of the Durham 
Liber Vitae here, or to distinguish between the various hand¬ 
writings in it. These questions will be left for another 
volume. Attention may be called, however, to some of its 
outstanding features, and more especially to its witness to 
the history of the church of Durham.

The names are arranged in three columns, each of which 
contains twenty-one names, except upon the pages on which 
the titles of the divisions are written at their beginning; in 
these the title occupies the top line, and there are only twenty 
names to the column. 

An omission which is at once apparent is that of the 
names of bishops. It seems probable that this was inten¬ 
tional, and that these were recorded in a separate form. We 
have seen that there is evidence for the existence of an 
episcopal diptych at Reims in the tenth century, and it 
may be assumed that at Lindisfarne there was either such 
a diptych, or that the names of bishops were inscribed in 
the mass-book at the appropriate liturgical place. The 
omission was remedied in the twelfth century, when the 
names of 29 bishops and archbishops were added in two 
vacant columns on f. 16. This is a list of the prelates who 
may be regarded as the successive primates of Northumbria. 
Beginning with Paulinus, it bridges over the interval be¬ 
tween his flight from the north and the consecration of the 
second bishop of the Deiran see with Aidan and his three 
successors at Lindisfarne. With Ceadda and Wilfrid the 
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list returns to York, \fter Wilfrid Eata, the fifth bishop of 
Lindisfarne, is inserted; but from this point the line of 
York is followed regularly from Bcsa, consecrated in 678, 
to Thomas II (1109-1114), with the omission of the second 
Wilfrid and the second Eanbald. That the name of Cuthbert 
occurs neither here nor elsewhere in the book is easily ex¬ 
plained by the fact that it was unnecessary to place the name 
of the saint under whose invocation the church stood in a 
list of this kind. 

On f. 42 there is a list, evidently of monks of Durham, 
in three columns, headed by the names of the three bishops 
who ruled the see from 1071 to 1133, Walcher (Gualgerus), 
William of Saint-Calais, and Ranulf Flambard. These 
names are followed by those of Aldwin and Turgot, priors of 
Durham, and of Aelfwin and Reinfred, the monks with 
whom Aldwin settled at Jarrow about 1074. Above this list 
of 61 names, is that of Flambard’s successor, Geoffrey 
Rufus, at the end of an inserted paragraph which begins 
with William Warelwast, bishop of Exeter 1107-1137. 
William of Sainte-Barbe and Hugh Puiset are written in, 
with other names on the top margin, and it is possible that 
‘ Jobs pictauensis epc,’ interlined between the two early 
names at the head of the second original column, is a mistake 
for ‘ Pfts,’ i.e. Philip of Poitou, bishop of Durham 1197-1208. 1 
Later than this, any systematic attempt at keeping names 
together almost ceased; the name of bishop Richard of 
Bury occurs at the top of f. 61; but nothing more was 
written on the leaf for many years, and the names that 
follow are purely miscellaneous. A glance at any part of 
the book from f. 42 onwards will show the lack of method 
with .which it was kept. In spite of occasional lists in 
columns, e.g. the late fourteenth-century lists headed 
Seculares and Regulares on ff. 68 d., 69, names are crowded

illustrious name of John of Gaunt is entered on a vacant 
space on f.

In view of what has been said of confraternity books, 
it is interesting to notice the evidence which the book gives 
of confraternity between Durham and other monasteries. 
At the head of f. 48 are written the conditions of agreement 
between William of Saint-Calais and Vitalis, abbot of West¬ 
minster, which can be dated between 1081 and 1085: 

This is the treaty made between William, bishop of 
Durham, and dan Vitalis, abbot of Westminster. If 
any of them [or their successors] die, let there be done 
for him in both monasteries as for the bishop or abbot of 
the same monastery. And, when any monk of Durham 
dies, let there be done for him at Westminster seven full 
offices in the convent, and let each priest sing a mass for 
him. Let the other brethren sing for him, each a psalter, 
and let the lay [brethren] who know not the psalter sing 
for him, each a hundred and fifty times, Pater noster. 
And this same shall the monks of Durham do for the 
monks of Westminster. And Turstin, archdeacon of 
Durham, shall be partaker in this covenant. 

The agreements with Fecamp (f. 48) and St. Stephen’s, 
Caen (f. 48 d.), followed the same lines, with less detail. 
With St. Peter’s at Gloucester and with the cathedral priory 
at Winchester, represented by bishop Walkelin (f. 48), the 
covenant was for seven full offices of the dead, and the reci¬ 
tation of Verba mea, i.e. the penitential psalms, for a week. 
In addition to the seven offices, the monks of Christ Church 
at Canterbury (f. 48^.) undertook to say Verba mea for 
thirty days, while each monk in priest’s orders was to say 
three masses, and each of the others a psalter. Glastonbury 
and Selby (f. 48L) pledged themselves to three masses in 
convent; each priest was to say a mass, the clerks fifty 
psalters, and lay brethren Pater noster fifty times. Arrange¬ 
ments with the small houses at Lastingham and Hackness 
occur with these, and on f. 33 d. are recorded agreements 
with individual monks of St. Augustine’s, Canterbury, and 
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St. Mary’s, York, with the monks of Saint-Calais, Chertsey, 
York, and Pershore. Preferential treatment was given to 
monks of certain houses, e.g. to a monk of Coventry (f. 48). 
Thus three monks of Winchester (f. 48), Serlo of Hackness 
(f. 48^.), and others were honoured with thirty full offices, 
as though they had actually been monks of Durham, and 
this treatment was extended to each monk of Lastingham. 
The covenant with a secular, Wulfram, canon of St. Paul’s 
(f. 33d.), was of the same kind: ‘ for each deceased monk of 
the church of Durham he shall say thirty masses, and, when 
he is dead, each monk shall say thirty masses for him.’ 

Immediately preceding the memorandum of the covenant 
with Wulfram is a note of another covenant with an indivi¬ 
dual person, dan Gregory the scrivener (scriptor), of Ber¬ 
mondsey, apparently a monk of that priory. The convent 
of Durham promised him at his death seven full offices in 
the convent and three masses from each priest: ‘ The rest 
shall do of the psalms as much as pertains hereunto, and he 
shall do likewise.’ Whether he was responsible for three 
masses, as well as an appropriate quota of psalms, on behalf 
of each deceased monk of Durham, does not appear. The 
text indicates that psalms were all that were required of him, 
and it is quite likely that he was not in priest’s orders. 

More interesting than this, as it brings us into contact 
with lay confratres, is the bond between the monastery and 
Malcolm, king of Scots, which occurs in the middle of the 
memoranda on to. 48^.: 

This is the covenant which the convent of St. Cuth- 
bert has promised to Malcolm, king of Scots, and to queen 
Margaret, and to their sons and daughters, to keep for 
ever. To wit that, on behalf of the king and queen, while 
they are alive, one poor man shall be nourished daily, 
and likewise two poor men shall be maintained for them on 
Thursday in Holy week (in caena domini) at the common 
maundy, and a collect said at the litanies and at mass. Fur¬ 
ther, that they both, in this life and after, both they and 
their sons and daughters, shall be partakers in all things 
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that be to the service of God in the monastery of St. 
Cuthbert, in masses, to wit, in psalms and alms, vigils, 
prayers, and in all things that are of this sort. And for 
the king and queen severally, from the day of their death 
there shall be thirty full offices of the dead in the convent, 
and Verba mea shall be done every day, and each priest 
shall sing thirty masses, and each of the rest ten psalters; 
and their anniversary shall be celebrated as a festival 
year by year, like that of king Athelstan. 

This grant to these noble benefactors is the most extensive 
of all. The date is obviously before 1093; and the grants 
of confraternity recorded here were made, at any rate for 
the most part, by bishop William of Saint-Calais. This, as 
will be noted presently, has a definite bearing upon the his¬ 
tory of the book. 

At this point, however, notice should be taken of the 
long and interesting documents on ff. 49-51, and on ff. 44 
and 46^., which may be translated in order. 

I, William, having by the grace of God obtained the 
see of the bishopric of St. Cuthbert, found the land 
thereof almost desolate, and beheld the place which the 
presence of his'sacred body glorifies despitefully abandoned 
to a service more careless than should beseem his holiness. 
For I found there neither monks of his order nor canons 
regular. Wherefore, being oppressed with grievous sor¬ 
row, I besought God and St. Cuthbert with urgent prayer 
to help me to amend and, so helping, to perfect the un¬ 
seemly things that I had seen. So the elders and most 
prudent men of the whole bishopric, being asked by me 
how matters at St. Cuthbert’s were in the beginning, 
made answer that his episcopal see had been in the isle 
of Lindisfarne, and that, both in his lifetime and after 
his burial there, monks had done him service with rever¬ 
ence ; and with their statement the book of his life and 
the ecclesiastical history of the English nation are both 
in agreement. Long time after this, cruel hands of 
barbarous men laid waste not only this, but other places 
round about, and with unhallowed daring put to slaughter 
the noble company of that monastery. But not without 
punishment; for in a short time they all, terribly smitten 
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by the righteous vengeance of God, were snatched from 
things temporal to eternal torments, there to be tortured. 
When I had learned this, I devised how to restore to the 
sacred body of the saint its original service; and so, lest 
anyone should think to bring to naught that which I had 
done by my sole endeavour, I sought the advice of my 
lord king William and his spouse queen Maud, and of 
Lanfranc, archbishop of Canterbury. Thereupon the 
king, in order that the consent of such profitable counsel 
might be ratified by all parties, sent me to pope Gregory, 
to consult him on this matter and to speak of other sub¬ 
jects which he had communicated to him. When I had 
said something, albeit in a few words, to the pope of the 
holiness of St. Cuthbert, he wholly approved of our coun¬ 
sel, to wit, that I should gather together the monks whom 
I had found in two places of my bishopric, at Wearmouth 
and Jarrow, into one, to do service before the holy body 
of the saint, inasmuch as my bishopric was too small to 
allow for three communities of monks. 1 This also he 
most devoutly confirmed by apostolical authority, send¬ 
ing his letters to the king and archbishop Lanfranc by 
my hands, wherein he bestowed his blessing, on behalf 
of the Lord and St. Peter, upon them and upon all who 
should endeavour to aid the said purpose, and, on behalf 
of the same, laid perpetual anathema upon all who, by 
effort to the contrary, should presume to invalidate it, 
unless they should desist and do condign satisfaction. 
When the king had heard the pope’s consent on this wise, 
he rejoiced exceedingly, and, with the witness of queen 
Maud, archbishop Lanfranc, and the rest of his barons, 
he gave me licence to perform this, and even charged me 
to perform it with all haste. The laws of St. Cuthbert, 
moreover, which he had sanctioned with his faith before 
the saint’s holy body as well as ever they had been under 
any of the former kings, he then finally renewed and 
confirmed; and Billingham with all its appendages, which 
evil men erstwhile had taken from the saint, he restored 
to the maintenance of the servants of God in his place.

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This narrative of the restoration of monastic order at 
Durham is followed by a recitation of the property which 
the bishop acquired for the monastery—the vills of Aycliffe, 
Catton, for a mediety of which he exchanged Winlaton, 
Jarrow, North Wearmouth, Rainton, the two Pittingtons, 
Hesleden, Dalton-le-Dale, Merrington, Shincliffe, and Elvet. 
The last was given, 

that the monks may have forty merchants’ houses 
there to their own use, which shall be utterly free from all 
service to the bishop, save when the city wall (maceries 
ciuitatis ) is in need of repair; for the which no more 
service shall be required of them than is due from so 
many merchants. 1 

To these are added, in Northumberland, Willington and 
Wallsend, the church of Lindisfarne with the adjoining vill 
of Fenham, and the church of Norham with its vill named 
‘ Scoreswurthin.’ In Nottinghamshire, the king gave land 
in Normanton-on-Soar, Bonnington, Kingston-on-Soar. and 
Gotham; while the bishop gave land at Blyburgh in Lincoln¬ 
shire, and the church of the Holy Trinity in York. The 
document closes with a solemn asseveration of the gift and 
with the customary blessings and anathemas. 

There follow, in another hand, on ff. 50 d. and 51, four 
documents relating to the property of the church of Durham 
in Yorkshire, viz. (a) a charter of the Conqueror granting 
Welton to God, St. Cuthbert, bishop William, and his 
successors; ( b ) a similar charter relating to Howden; (c) a 
statement of the lands in Yorkshire given to St. Cuthbert, 
i.e. to his monks, by kings and princes before the Conquest; 
and (d) a detailed statement of the grant of the manor of 
Northallerton, with other property in the vills of Allerton- 
shire, by William Rufus. 

The next documents that call for attention are the two 
memoranda on f. 46c/., the first of which is of considerable 
interest:

At the end of his three years’ exile, in the year of our 
Lord’s Incarnation 1093, being the thirteenth year of his 
pontificate, and the eleventh from the coming of the 
monks, bishop William, on Thursday, the eleventh of 
August, with Turgot the prior, who was second after him 
in the church, and with the other brethren, laid the foun¬ 
dation stones of the church. For, a little while before, 
that is, on Wednesday, the tenth of August, they had 
begun to dig the foundation. At that time he led forth 
the said prior Turgot before the people of the whole 
bishopric, as he had previously done to Aldwin the prior, 
his predecessor, and enjoined him, even as Aldwin, to 
exercise authority over them in his place, to wit, that he 
should hold, through the office of the archdeaconry, the 
cure of the whole Christianity throughout the whole 
bishopric, decreeing that all who should be his successors 
in the office of prior should likewise succeed him in that 
of archdeacon. And this he did not without authority 
or precedent; for we read in the life of St. Cuthbert that 
St. Boisil, when he was provost of the monastery [of 
Melrose], frequently used to go forth from the monastery 
and preach to the people. And, after his death, his dis¬ 
ciple, St. Cuthbert to wit, succeeded him in the office of 
provost, that is, of prior; for he who is now called prior 
is called by St. Benet the provost of a monastery, etc., 
as is more fully written therein [i.e. in his Rule]. Where¬ 
fore bishop William, the founder of the same church, is 
known to have so appointed for ever, that each successor 
of St. Cuthbert in the prior’s office in his church, should 
likewise succeed him in the office of preaching and in 
the exalted ministry of the archdeaconry, exercising the 
cure of the whole Christianity throughout the bishopric 
of the church of Durham. 

The second memorandum records the temporary con¬ 
nection between the monastery of Durham and the church 
of Tynemouth: 

Waltheof, earl of Northumbria, with the lad Morcar 
his cousin, shaping the church of St. Mary and St. Oswin 
m Tynemouth for divine service with the monks in Jar- 
iow, gave it in perpetual alms to Aldwin the prior and the 
monks that had their conversation therein, to them and to 
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all their successors, in the presence of bishop Walcher. 1 
And Walcher the bishop, with all the clergy of the bishop¬ 
ric, confirmed his gift in full synod, at the request and in 
the presence of the same earl Waltheof. Wherefore the 
monks translated the bones of St. Oswin to their own 
place in Jarrow, and had them no little time with them 
in the church of St. Paul, but afterwards brought them 
back to their former place. Thereafter, in the time of 
bishop William, when the monks were translated to 
Durham by papal authority, Aubrey, earl of the North¬ 
umbrians, renewed this gift, and gave the same church 
with its priest to the church of St. Cuthbert to possess 
for ever. And, when for fifteen years it had remained 
desolate, as it were, without covering, the monks restored 
it, setting a roof upon it, and afterwards they possessed 
it for three years. The same bishop William also by 
his authority confirmed the aforesaid church to the 
monks of St. Cuthbert for ever, and condemned in synod 
with perpetual anathema all who hereafter should take 
it away from St. Cuthbert or the monks that should do 
him service. 

Two further memoranda are written on f. 44, which 
are repeated in two different hands on f. 47. The first is 
the remarkable entry referring to Dalton-le-Dale. 

At midnight on Saturday, in winter storm and frost, 
the sons on their mother’s behalf, together with their 
father, lying prostrate with bare feet and in tears, because 
there was no human aid, sought the help of God against 
Gosfrid concerning our land of Dalton. Therefore let 
three measures of malt be given before Christmas to the 
leprous folk for ever, and at Whitsuntide there shall be 
given them a measure of wheat. Roger, Philip, and his 
companions. 

Whether the last names belong to the entry or not seems 
uncertain: they may be merely casual additions; but they 
are in the hand which wrote all that is on this leaf, including 
the long list of names of men and women, which appears to 
be continued on the other side. The second entry refers to

memoranda already noted. 

In the year of our Lord’s Incarnation 1127, on the 
17th of July, being the feast of St. Kenelm the martyr, 
when Thurstin, archbishop of York, and Ranulf, bishop 
of Durham, and Robert, bishop of St. Andrew’s, and 
John, bishop of Glasgow, and Geoffrey, abbot of St. 
Albans, were together in Roxburgh with king David, the 
same bishop Robert summoned Algar the prior and Roger 
the subprior before the door of the church of St. John the 
Evangelist, saying and testifying that he laid claim to 
no claim or custom touching the church of Coldingham, 
save in so far as all the churches of the whole of Lothian 
owe obedience in general to the church of St. Andrew’s; 
but that he wished the same church to be more free and 
quit of all service than any other church in Lothian, for 
love of his brethren the monks of Durham. 

The names of the household clerks of the bishop and of the 
parish priests who were present at this protestation are 
added to the record. On f. 47, where, as has been noted, 
this entry is repeated, there is also a copy of an order from 
David, king of Scots, to Aedward, apparently prior of Cold¬ 
ingham (Coir), bidding him to supply logs from a wood for 
the king’s wood-pile at Berwick. 

These, with a few brief exceptions, such as the note on 
St. Godric at the bottom of f. 41^., and with the im¬ 
portant reservation of the three entries in old English 
on ff. 43, 43 d., are the contents of the book other than 
lists of names. The English entries in three separate 
hands, are records of charters, one of the manumission 
of bondmen, the others of gifts of land by two earls to 
St. Cuthbert, the first ‘ entrusting to St. Cuthbert’s stow ’ 
three hides of land in Smeaton, three in Crayke, and one in 
Sutton-on-the-Forest, all in Yorkshire, and the second giving 
the vill of Escomb and land at Feregenne, i.e. Ferryhill. 
These entries belong to the early days of Durham before the 
Conquest, and form a link between the early Liber vitae of 
Lindisfarne and its later continuation. With these docu- 
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merits to guide us, it is possible to give a summary account of 
the stages in its composition. At first, it was a Liber vitae 
pure and simple, containing lists of names, which had become 
too numerous for inclusion on diptychs and for public 
recitation, drawn up in an orderly fashion and in an unusually 
beautiful and costly manner. Although the book was pre¬ 
served throughout the migrations of St. Cuthbert’s com¬ 
munity, the lists were left without continuation. At the 
close of the tenth century, it reached Durham; and there, 
in the course of time, a few records of gifts to the monastery 
were inscribed on a vacant leaf. This precedent was fol¬ 
lowed in the time of William of Saint-Calais, and a few 
memoranda of a narrative kind were made in it at a somewhat 
later period, which were an extension of its original use and 
were more appropriate to a register or chartulary. In 
addition to these, records of compacts of spiritual fellowship 
with other religious houses were made in it, and it is probable 
that, as on f. 42, we have what is clearly a list of the monks 
at Durham following upon the last of the early lists, so the 
names on ff. 21 d., 22, are lists of monks from other monas¬ 
teries with which it had entered into confraternity. Those, 
at any rate, in the first column of fo. 22, headed by the 
names of bishops Wulstan and Samson, and including those 
of Heming and Florence, can be identified as monks of 
Worcester. At this point, the development which we have 
noticed in the Salzburg book, from liber vitae to liber confra- 
ternitatum, is imminent. Finally, however, the book be¬ 
came a receptacle of the names of any who had qualified for 
remembrance by the convent, and was continued at hap¬ 
hazard, without any regular system, so that high and low, 
priest, monk and layman jostle each other on its pages. If 
the casual way in which its hospitality was exercised is 
typical of the methods of a monastery in other directions, it 
is little wonder that the duty of indiscriminate hospitality 
to strangers was a fertile source of temporal difficulties to 
religious houses.

The intention of this introduction is merely to provide 
such general guidance as may be useful in anticipation of a 
further volume, in which critical treatment will be applied 
to the text of the Liber Vitae, and notes identifying names, so 
far as is possible, will be added. It is unnecessary therefore 
to enlarge upon the value of the MS., which will be apparent 
to more than one type of scholar. Its most obvious interest 
lies in the testimony which it bears to the connection of 
many persons famous in ecclesiastical and secular history 
with the church of Durham. Here will be found inscribed, 
for example, the names of Herbert of Bosham, the clerk of 
St. Thomas of Canterbury, and of Walter Map (f. 23 d.), 
of Robert Grosseteste, while archdeacon of Leicester, and 
of his friend Adam Marsh (f. 25), of the legate Pandulf 
(f. 54<C), and of John Cumin, archbishop of Dublin (f. 58^.). 
While of these illustrious clerks there are not a few, 
famous lay-folk of all periods occur everywhere. Earl 
Patrick heads the list on f. 60, Walter of Bolbec that on 
f. 59^., Bernard Baliol, the elder and younger, head that on 
f. 62. The list of seculares on f. 68 d., headed by Henry 
Percy, the first earl of Northumberland, and his sons, in¬ 
cludes other names prominent in the political history of the 
reign of Richard II. Here, for example, are the London 
merchants, William Walworth and John Philipot, and the 
ill-fated Michael de la Pole, whose name also occurs on the 
other side of the leaf, with those of his descendants added 
lower down. The first vacant space of honour which could 
be found in the book is occupied by the names of Edward IV, 
his queen and son, beneath the sacred names ‘ Jesus, Maria, 
Cuthbertus ’ (f. 16 d.). We may also note the dated lists 
on ff. 70, yod., and 75, and the heading Nomina monachorum 
ad succurrendum on ff. 52, 57, reminding us of the readiness 
of laymen to retire to a monastery in extremis and end their 
days in the religious habit which was a passport to salvation. 
Worthy of note also are the occasional prayers in which the 
object of the book is declared, e.g. (f. 23 d.)\ ‘ Deprecamur 
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te domine sancte pater per ihesum Christum filium tuum in 
spiritu sancto ut eorum nomina sint scripta in [libro] uite,’ 
and (fo. 44), ‘ Eadwinus monacus. Aedmundus monachus. 
Servi dei et Sancti Cuthberti. Sint nomina eorum, in libro 
vite.’ 

In conclusion, we may recall the reference in Rites of 
Durham 1 to the famous book which, having survived so many 
centuries, now has its resting-place among our national 
treasures: 

There did lye on the high altar an excellent fine booke 
uerye richly couered with gold and siluer conteining the 
names of all the benefactors towards S 4 Cuthberts church 
from the first originall foundation thereof, the uerye 
letters for the most part beinge all gilded as is apparent 
in the said booke till this day the layinge that booke on 
the high altar did show how highly they esteemed their 
founders and benefactors, and the dayly and quotidian 
remembrance they had of them in the time of masse and 
diuine seruice did argue not onely their gratitude, but 
also a most diuine and charitable affection to the soles 
of theire benefactors as well dead as living, which booke 
is as yett extant declaringe the s d use in the inscription 
thereof. 

The description was given from memory, and, like all such 
descriptions, is not wholly accurate; but it declares without 
ambiguity the purpose and the practical use of the book 
which lies before us in facsimile.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR MCMXXII. 

The past year has been somewhat uneventful in the history 
of the Society. Owing to the maintenance of the high cost 
of printing we have been obliged to confine our publications 
to a single volume, the Percy Bailiffs’ Rolls, edited by Mr. 
Crawford Hodgson with that solicitude which he devotes to 
all his contributions to Northumbrian history. In the matter 
of publications, however, we are able to look ahead without 
apprehension for some years. Mr. H. M. Wood’s volume of 
Protestations from the County of Durham, a work of value to 
genealogists, is ready. Next year we look forward to the 
appearance of a series of Newcastle deeds, edited by the Town 
Clerk of Newcastle, which will add substantially to our know¬ 
ledge of the early history of the town; and our President 
promises us in 1924 the first volume of Archbishop Corbridge’s 
register, a work of much more than local importance. Other 
works are in store; and that difficult problem, the editing of 
the Durham Liber Vitae, may be considered to be satisfactorily 
settled. The work involved in it, however, is so arduous that 
it may be some years before the book can be issued to sub¬ 
scribers. 

While one may look forward to the future with some degree 
of optimism, it cannot be denied that the Society stands in 
need of further support. During the year we have added only 
five names to our list of members, a number small in comparison 
with the losses due to deaths and resignations. We want more 
individual members and an increase of local interest in the 
Society’s doings. I think that, looking back on the eighty- 
eight years during which the Society has existed, we may take 
a pardonable pride in the work that it has done for historical 
research and in the number of important contributions which 
it has made to almost every department of historical and anti¬ 
quarian study. The number of libraries which subscribe to 
it is a sign that there is a demand for its publications far beyond 
the limits of the district to which its actual operations are 
confined. Yet, though interest in the sources of history which 
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it has been its special task to bring to light is far more widely 
spread than was the case when the Society was founded the 
dissemination of this interest is noticeable chiefly in a class 
irom which the Society has neither drawn nor is able to expect 
many new members; while the leisured class on which it formerly 
depended for most support, has lost much of its opportunities 
either for leisure or for the patient and minute toil with which 
many of its individual members have utilised those opportuni- 
les tor the Society’s good. Although we have a reserve fund 
upon which we can draw, it is necessary to remind every sub¬ 
scriber that this year, for the first time in our history, our 
cm rent account has been overdrawn. With a necessarily 
diminished number of annual publications, we can hardly, in 
tairness to our members, raise our annual subscription from the 
present modest sum; but I may be excused for saying some- 
what emphatically that it is the duty of all to whom the welfare 
ol the Society, at the present time and in the future, is of im¬ 
portance to press its claims on those who can afford to ioin it 
and yet, whether from ignorance of its existence or mere 
mcuna, stand outside it.

New Rules Agreed upon in 1849; Revised 1863. 

I-—The Society shall consist of not more than three hundred 
and fifty members. 

II. —There shall be a Patron of the Society, who shall be Presi¬ 
dent. 

III. —There shall be twenty-four Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, 
and two Treasurers. 

IV. —The Patron, the Vice-Presidents, the Secretary, and the 
Treasurers shall form the Council, any five of whom, including the 
Secretary and a Treasurer, shall be a quorum competent to transact 
the business of the Society. 

V. —-The twenty-four Vice-Presidents, the Secretary, and the 
Treasurers shall be elected at a general meeting, to continue in 
office for three years, and be capable of re-election. 

VI. —Any vacancies in the office of Secretary or Treasurers shall 
be provisionally filled up by the Council, subject to the approbation 
of the next general meeting. 

VII. —'Three meetings of the Council shall be held in every year, 
on the first Tuesday in the months of March, June, and December; 
and the place and hour of meeting shall be fixed by the Council and 
communicated by the Secretary to the members of the Council. 

VIII. —The meeting in June shall be the Anniversary, to which 
all the members of the Society shall be convened by the Secretary. 

IX. —The Secretary shall convene extraordinary meetings of 
the Council, on a requisition to that effect, signed by not less than 
five members of the Council, being presented to him. 
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X. —Members may be elected by ballot at any of the ordinary 
meetings, according to priority of application, upon being proposed 
in writing by three existing members. One black ball in ten shall 
exclude. 

XI. —Each member shall pay in advance to the Treasurer the 
annual sum of one guinea. If any member’s subscription shall be in 
arrear for two years, and he shall neglect to pay his subscription 
after having been reminded by the Treasurer, he shall be regarded 
as having ceased to be a member of the Society. 

XII. -—The money raised by the Society shall be expended in 
publishing such compositions, in their original language, or in a 
translated form, as come within the scope of this Society, without 
limitation of time with reference to the period of their respective 
authors. All editorial and other expenses to be defrayed by the 
Society. 

XIII. —One volume at least, in a closely printed octavo form, 
shall be supplied to each member of the Society every year, free of 
expense. 

XIV. —If the funds of the Society in any ygar will permit, the 
Council shall be at liberty to print and furnish to the members, free 
of expense, any other volume or volumes of the same character, in 
the same or a different form. 

XV. —The number of copies of each publication, and the selection 
of a printer and publisher, shall be left to the Council, who shall 
also fix the price at which the copies, not furnished to members, 
shall be sold to the public. 

XVI. —The armorial bearings of Mr. Surtees, and some other 
characteristic decoration connecting the Society with his name, shall 
be used in each publication. 

XVII. —A fist of the officers and members, together with an 
account of the receipts and expenses of the Society, shall be made 
up every year to the time of the annual meeting, and shall be sub¬ 
mitted to the Society to be printed and published with the next 
succeeding volume. 

XVIII.—No alteration shall be made in these rules, except at 
an annual meeting. Notice of any such alteration shall be given 
at least as early as the ordinary meeting of the Council immediately 
preceding, to be communicated to each member of the Society.
